Former PA teacher in jail pending sentencing

House of Correction in Dover, 
and was moved Tuesday to New 
Hampshire State Prison in Con- 
cord to await sentencing. Sen-

day, June 12, at 9 am. Mr. Cobb 
faces a sentence of up to 646 
years in prison. 

“1 don’t have anything to say, 
sorry,” Mr. Cobb said as he was 
led by law officials from the 
courthouse and pursued by 
reporters and photographers 
following the verdict. Even then, 
as he had all through the trial, he 
managed a smile and a casual 
strut. 

Lincoln T. Soldati, Strafford 
County attorney, requested Mr. 
Cobb be put in a secure psychi- 
atric unit at the state prison and 
that he undergo a psychiatric 
evaluation to determine how 
dangerous he is, indicating Mr. 
Cobb presented “a serious dan- 
ger to others.” The defense has 
until tomorrow, Friday, to 
respond to that request. 
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The press closes in on David O. Cobb as he is led from the courtroom in Dover, 


N.H., jail Monday afternoon. 


The potential 646 years in prison includes 
three and a half to seven years for the 
attempted sexual assault and three and a half 
to seven years for each count of showing 
child pornography to a child under 13, all 
felonies. He also faces up to one year apiece 
for each count of possession of child pornog- 
raphy, which are misdemeanors. 

If Mr. Cobb is found to be dangerous, Mr. 
Soldati will attempt to get an extended-sen-

“But if you take a look at how many clubs 
there are, it’s really just a handful. There 
aren’t enough clubs to meet the needs of the

third of the kids after school in some capaci- 
ty. The next day we might have one-third 
again, but many of them could be the same,” 
said Floyd McManus, Doherty principal. 

Yet Mr. McManus and Vicki Simms, 
West Middle School principal, acknowledge 
that even when students do stay after 
school, most of their activities finish around 
3:30 p.m. 

This can leave youth bored and looking 
for excitement during a period that both 
local and national people who work with or 
study kids describe as a potentially danger- 
ous time. 

Bill Fahey, Andover’s youth services 
coordinator, said middle-school and high- 
school kids tend to get involved with alco- 
hol, drugs, sexual activity and other trouble 
areas not so much at night, but during the 
after-school hours, from about 2 to 7 p.m. 

“More loitering, shoplifting, and general 
nuisance” by youth takes place during the 
after-school hours, said Brian Pattullo, 
Andover police sergeant. “I would say that’s

Shortage of SHED slots forces 
parents to spend the night, 
waiting to register

Jim Eaton arrived at Shaw- 
sheen School to register for 
SHED at 9:45 p.m. last Saturday. 
Registration wouldn’t start until 
Sunday at 4 p.m. 

“Who am I doing this for? My 
lovely daughter,” said Mr. Eaton, 
3 Cattle Crossing. 


SHED, Shawsheen Extended 
Day, is the after-school enrich- 
ment program for kindergart- 
ners in Andover. It also is the 
stepping stone for enrollment in 
Kid’s Club, the before- and after- 
school program for grades one 
through five. 


But with only 76 slots open in 
SHED, this forced many parents 
to arrive early to secure a spot 
for their children in the pro- 
gram. 

“On the 350th Anniversary of 
Andover and its celebration, this 
is how the working people of 
Andover are spending the day,” 
said Marcy Tannenbaum-Fox, 
259 Chandler Road. 

“There’s a desperate need in 
town for child care,” said Linda 
Gostanian, a mother of three 
who arrived at midnight, “The 
only alternative to this is a nan- 
ny.” 

In past years, SHED registra- 
tion was held on an April Satur- 
day at 8 a.m. Parents arrived the 
previous evening and slept in 
beach chairs, waiting in line to 
register the next morning. 

According to Sydney Bialo, 
SHED administrator, registra- 
tion was changed this year to 4 
p.m. in an attempt to make the 
wait for parents shorter, and 
moved to May so that the weath- 
er would be warmer. 


Ms. Bialo said, however, that 
the plan backfired. Parents end- 
ed up arriving earlier, and the 
weather was rainy and cold. 


The SHED program’s primary 
focus, according to Ms. Bialo, is 
to teach kindergartners self-help, 
discipline, conflict resolution 
and imagination. 


The standard cost of the pro- 
gram is $530 a month for care 
five days a week, 7 a.m.-6p.m. 


“It’s such a wonderful pro- 
gram,” said SHED board mem- 
ber and parent Judy Matulski, 
“But, I want to emphasize the 
need to grow the program.” 

In fact, 53 parents at SHED 
registration signed a petition to 
be sent to the town of Andover 
stating that “1) the needs of

Andover taxpayers are not being 
met, 2) this is an ongoing prob- 
lem that has existed for many 
years, 3) this has a negative 
impact on the entire town, which 
will influence property values as 
young families recognize that 
Andover does not provide a ser- 
vice they need.” 

Ms. Bialo said that SHED is 
discussing plans with Phillips 
Academy to expand the program 
to that school’s campus. A forum 
will also be organized this sum- 
mer to discuss possible solutions 
to the problem.

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Bancroft to launch a mixed grades 1-3 pilot

Norah McCarthy, Bancroft Elementary 
School’s principal, figured she’d spend her 
first year rather quietly getting to know the 
Andover system and her new school house. 
So much for that. 


Tuesday night, Ms. McCarthy and a team 
of teachers convinced the School Committee 
to let them try a pilot program that will 
teach a cross-section of students from grades 
1, 2 and 3 in the same classroom. The multi- 
age primary will include both regular-educa- 
tion and special-education students, ranging 
in age from 6 to 9, and is optional. 


“As a new principal at Bancroft School I 
didn’t really plan to come in and shake 
things up,” said Ms. McCarthy. “Well, that 
was my intention until I met Eileen Mur- 
phy.” 


Ms. Murphy, a second-grade teacher, is 
part of a team of teachers enthusiastic about 
trying this multi-age approach. The team, 
which has met every week this year with 
Ms. McCarthy and Barbara Noga, an elemen- 
tary learning specialist, includes Cliff 
Bourie, a special-education teacher; Carolyn 
Lucchesse, a third-grade teacher; Dianne 
Caraviello, a first-grade teacher; and Ms. 
Murphy. 


Their research of this issue included visit- 
ing other sites with multi-age programs to 
see what sort of programs worked success- 
fully. 


The multi-age proposal received glowing 
support from the administration and was 
unanimously approved as a two-year pilot by 
the School Committee. 

“Working on first, second and third, this 
will take a lot of work,” said Ms. Noga. “But 
if any team can do it, this is the team that 


can do it.” 

In addition to receiving their regu- 
lar graded report card, students in 
the program will also receive a writ- 
ten text regarding their progress. At 
times students will take classes with 
their actual grade or with other stu- 
dents who are at their level. 


School Committee members said 
they were pleased to see teachers 
working on such an innovative pro- 
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gram but said they wanted the pro- 
gram intently reviewed so that 
Andover can pull the plug if the pro- 
gram proves unsuccessful. 

The Bancroft staff named a num- 
ber of potential benefits to using a 
multi-age program, including that it: 

¢ Increases a returning student’s 
sense of stability; 

* Increases the amount of time a 
teacher can observe a student; 

¢ Often decreases the number of 
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students referred to special educa- 
tion; 

« Provides cognitive stimulation 
for younger students who deal with 
older students; and 

- Allows older kids to acquire lead- 
ership capabilities. 


Ms. Noga said Wednesday the 
team now needs to talk with and 
explain the project to parents and 
other teachers in the school.

The town, in a press release pre- 
pared with the help of Tom Urbelis, 
town counsel, said it chose to settle the 
lawsuit rather than use it as a test case 
for the new federal laws of the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act. 

“Even though the town acted on 
good faith based upon medical advice 
and under existing state law in retiring 
Mr. Siopes, it chose to settle the law- 
suit rather than pursue a test case 
through various federal courts at great 
expense and with uncertain results,” 
the release said. 

The town was represented in the 
case by attorney Samuel Perkins of 


Boston, who was assigned by the 
town’s insurance carrier. 

A release signed by town officials 
and Mr. Siopes and his wife, Nancy, 
releases the town from further obliga- 
tions to Sgt. and Ms. Siopes, but pro- 
vides an additional payment of $2,500 
to Ms. Siopes for unspecified claims. 

Officer Siopes was a patrolman on 
the force when he went on sick leave 
after suffering heart problems while on 
the job in November 1991. In 1992, 
while out sick, Officer Siopes won a 
discrimination lawsuit against the 
town, claiming he was passed by for 
promotion because of his activities as 
patrolmen’s union president. He was

In 1996 Andover has seen the change 
from an agricultural to an industrial 
community to a place where most peo- 
ple live but do not work. This environ- 
ment coupled with pressures from pop- 
ulation growth, the impact of the auto- 
mobile and the interstate highway sys- 
tem establishes these historic and cul- 
tural resources including acres of care- 
fully conserved open space as trea- 
sured assets.

Red-winged 
blackbirds, mourn- 
ing cloak butterflies 
and spring peepers 
were high on their 
list. 

The two friends 
might have been 
strolling in the AVIS

ety) properties in 
April and early May, 
an area that would 
confirm their obser- 
vations. Despite 
Rat’s objections, cer- 
tainly the emergence 
of skunk cabbage in 
the swamplands, 
with its interesting 
formation of spotted 
purplish leaves 
wrapped around a 
hidden yellow seed 
pod, is a strong can- 
didate for the first 
spring sign. 

Also high on Mole 
and Rat’s _iist, 
mourning cloak but- 
terflies, with their 
wingspan fringed 
with summer’s gold, 
have been conspicu- 
ous especially in 
Skug Reservation. 
They flag themselves 
before your eyes like 
a bright handker- 
chief. Unique among 
butterflies, they win- 
ter over as adults but 
on the first warm 
day, with tempera- 
tures in mid-d50s, 
there they are, flap- 
ping into the sun. 
Watch for the small 
light blue butterfly 
(or moth?) that has 
recently appeared 
and flies in clusters 
of three or four look- 
ing like a misplaced 
piece of sky flutter- 
ing before you.

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he said. 

“We argued at that time that... there 
appeared to be a history of this over 
time, and we certainly believe that Mr. 
Cobb is dangerous,” Mr. Soldati said. 
“Clearly he has approached a number 
of children, not the least of which was 
the victim in this case. And as a par- 
ent, | don’t know what greater night- 
mare a parent can have than the idea 
of a stranger approaching your chil- 
dren — certainly not to discuss their 
views of the school system.” 

Mr. Soldati said he did not buy the 
argument by some that Mr. Cobb want- 
ed to get caught. 

“1 don’t believe he was looking to get 
caught,” Mr. Soldati said. “"I think he 
felt he... thought he could outsmart or 
manipulate people enough that he 
wouldn’t be tried.” 

Mr. Soldati dodged questions on 
whether the conviction was a big win 
for himself. 

“It’s a win for the state. It’s a win for 
those who are concerned about these 
types of offenses and about protecting 
children.” 

Mr. Cobb’s lawyers, Cathy J. Green 
and Phillip Utter, said they will appeal 
all the verdicts. 

“We are very disappointed with the 
verdict,” Ms. Green said Monday. “We 
will be appealing this to the New 
Hampshire Superior Court. 

“There are numerous grounds that 
relate to all the charges. There’s signif- 
icant legal issues in regard to the 
search. There’s significant legal issues 
as to whether the photos were in fact 


child pornography under the laws of 


the state of New Hampshire. We will 
pursue all those issues.”

Phillips students’ reaction

Jay Moon, editor in chief of The 
Phillipian, Phillips Academy’s stu- 
dent newspaper, said reaction on cam- 
pus to Mr. Cobb’s conviction “has 
been pretty subdued.” 

Students have been handling the 
news personally and seem to be keep- 
ing it inside, he said. But the paper is 
not handling it so discretely. 

“It’s our lead this week,” Mr. Moon 
said. 

Sam Goodyear, managing editor of 
The Phillipian, said he was surprised 
by the verdict. 

“I thought that the attempted felo- 
nious sexual assault would be hard to 
approve,” Mr. Goodyear said. 

But he said he hadn’t considered 
that the jury would by made up of 
New Hampshire residents, who he 
sees as being more on the conserva- 
tive side. 

Mr. Goodyear agreed with Mr. 
Moon that reaction on campus has 
been low key. 

“It hasn’t been talked about in any 
(of my) classes,” and no one is making 
a big thing of it, he said. 

He said a lot of people found out 
from their parents, because they’re so 
busy at school there isn’t time to read 
the paper. Mr. Goodyear said he was 
out on the tennis court Tuesday and

The verdict 

The jury was chosen Monday, April 
29, and testimony was given Tuesday 
and Wednesday in the trial. The prose- 
cution brought out six witnesses, 
including the then-12-year-old and 13- 
year-old boys, before resting its case 
Wednesday morning. The defense 
only brought back one of the witness- 
es, a Farmington police officer, for a 
clarification before resting its case 
Wednesday afternoon. Closing state- 


ments were given later Wednesday 
and the case went to jury by 3:30 p.m., 
but the judge delayed the start of 
deliberations until the next morning, 
Thursday. 

The jury deliberated about 10 
hours, all day Thursday and part of 
Monday, before returning the verdicts 
at 1:20 p.m., shortly after they had 
asked a question of the judge. Neither 
the prosecutor or the defense attor- 
neys would say what the question 
was. 

The jurors had to sift through near- 
ly 400 indictments and the photos per- 
taining to each before making their 
decisions. They found Mr. Cobb not 
guilty on 31 of the possession charges 
and eight of the displaying charges. 

The prosecution withdrew 53 
indictments for displaying child 
pornography last week after the teen 
Mr. Cobb allegedly showed them to 
could not identify the photos in court.

other children, two boys older than 
the victim, and a younger daughter.

a fair statement.” 

National research and anecdotal evi- 
dence back up these thoughts. 

“Unsupervised after-school hours 
represent a period of significant risk; it 
is a time when adolescents may engage 
in dangerous and even illegal activi- 
ties, and it is the most common time 
for adolescent sexual intercourse,” 
said the Carnegie Corporation’s report 
on youth, entitled A Matter of Time: 
Risk and Opportunity in the Nonschool 
Hours. “Unsupervised young adoles- 
cents stand a greater chance of engag- 
ing in substance abuse. In one study, 
eighth-graders who were unsupervised 
for 11 or more hours a week experi- 
enced twice the risk of substance abuse 
as those who were under some form of 
adult supervision.” 

Obviously, Andover is not an island 
separate from the rest of America. 
Although many students may abstain, 
some of its children will experiment 
with sex and drugs before they leave 
Andover High or private school. 

Some will do more than experiment. 


Jake, now clean and sober 

“Jake,” now in his mid-20s and clean 
and sober for nearly five years, said he 
doesn’t want his name used for one 
reason only. It’s because family mem- 
bers still live in Andover with him and 
he doesn’t want to hurt them. There 
are things they don’t know about his 
life in junior high. 

“IT had a core group of five or six 
friends — you know, the druggies, the 
dregs. We used to break into the hous- 
es, after school, (of) people who weren’t 
home. We’d get drunk and (high) in 
their houses. We’d watch their video- 
tapes, we’d eat their food, we’d drink 
their sodas, we’d drink their liquor, 
we'd have sex in their beds. We never 
stole anything, we never made a huge 
mess, and we left. We never hit the 
same house more than once or twice. I 
don’t even think most of the people 
even knew we were there because they 
had kids (so) their houses weren’t that 
clean. They just didn’t notice,” he said. 

It happened, Jake said, “between 2 
and 5 p.m. You get out of school at 2:05. 
Most of the houses were within 15 to 20 
minutes walking distance of the 
schools and most of us had to be home 
by 5 or 6 p.m. at that point anyway. 
We’re only 14 years old. Our parents 
expect us to be home when they get 
home from work. We were all, what do 
you call them, latch-key kids? So we 
had a huge window of opportunity.” 


Working with at-risk kids 

Paul Ragnio, a High School special- 
needs teacher, works a lot with youth 
such as Jake who are often labeled “at 
risk.” But he and Jake both said all 
sorts of different High School types 
become involved with drugs and alco- 
hol. 

Still, Mr. Ragnio believes Andover 
needs to connect more with the parents 
of at-risk kids and provide more inter- 
esting, positive activities for them.

“If they were a little more connected 
to school, if they had programs that 
made more sense to them, they might 
be more willing to do work out of 
school,” said Mr. Ragnio. “A lot of kids 
won't carry their books home.” 

Others have more than academic 
problems. Mr. Ragnio said he knows of 
four attempted suicides this year. 

“I can think of four people I know 
who before the age of 18 had a baby and 
that was after I got out of High School,” 
said Sean Tynan, 24, and an AHS grad- 
uate. 


Activities and opportunities 

So is after school just a wasteland 
for Andover teen-agers? Absolutely 
not. 

Andover has a Youth Council and a 
youth services program largely run by 
and for youth. 

At the High School, many students 
are involved in sports, the arts, and a 
remarkably successful community-ser- 
vice program. Some solve their prob- 
lems in a new peer mediation program, 
others offer tutorial help. Outside of 
school, teens have jobs, are involved 
with different mentoring programs, 
and with religious or other private 
groups. 

At Doherty Middle School, for 
instance, the Parent Advisory Commit: 
tee donates $4,000 to $5,000 a year for 
school-related activities and the stu- 
dent council also has fund-raisers. 

There is an athletic intramural pro- 
gram for each grade once a week, a 
public speaking program, math pro- 
grams run by teachers and parents, a 
student newspaper, the Outing Club 
and a drama program that puts ona 
cabaret and a lip sync contest during 
the year. Doherty Principal McManus 
estimates about 450 of the 700 Doherty 
students go to the school’s dances. 

But administrators believe the cur- 
rent programs are insufficient. When 
he presented his budget this year, Dick 
Neal, superintendent of schools, 
included a list of items that were not 
included in his original budget that he 
believes should be. On this list was an 
expanded middle-school intramural 
program. 

“TI think that’s a time that’s an 
extremely vulnerable age. To have 
wholesome middle-school activities in 
the schools, or outside” would help, 
said Mr. Neal. “We do offer some 
activities, but a very small number. 
Much fewer than we should be doing.” 

Would having more activities avail- 


able keep some students away from 
choosing cigarettes, drugs and alcohol? 
“Absolutely. The more kids that are 
involved in a meaningful activity, the 
less likely they are to be involved in 
those types of things,” said Mr. Neal. 


Wrong decisions 

Regardless of whether youths 
choose to indulge, the opportunities to 
get involved with “those types of 
things” are certainly there. According 
to a self-study of Andover High com- 
piled by the University of Illinois, 31 
percent of students have been offered 
drugs on their way to, from or while at 
school. Last year’s West Middle School 
Council report showed 41 of 166 eighth- 
graders strongly disagreed with the 
statement, “I feel safe in school.” 

Fifty-three of 198 responding sixth- 
graders and 40 of 168 responding West 
Middle seventh-graders also disagreed 
with this statement to some degree. 

Imagine what happens after school, 
when adult figures might not be 
around. 

“T’d be willing to bet they don’t feel 
very safe. That would follow. The 
school day and the after-school day are 
closely linked,” said Sydney Bialo, an 
administrator who runs the popular 
SHED before- and after-school pro- 
gram. “If they’re not happy in one 
place then they’re probably not happy 
in another.” 

“I don’t have kids come to me and 
say they don’t feel safe. So I don’t know 
if they don’t feel safe because of some- 
thing that happens in school or 
because of something that happened 
outside of school,” said Ellen Parker, 
High School principal. “Most of our 
issues start outside and come in.” 

To avoid problems — from academic 
issues to drug problems - Ms. Parker 
said parents, schools, students and the 
community should work together. 

“We would appreciate people being 
pro-active. We don’t want to point fin- 
gers but if we stay on top of things then 
communication will be strong. It’s both 
our jobs,” the parents and the schools, 
said Ms. Parker. “If we both do it then 
hopefully the gaps will be closed. 

“When you look at High School kids, 
there’s only so much schools can do 
and there’s only so much parents can 
do. Kids do know right from wrong,” 
said Ms. Parker. “We know what hap- 
pens when we have idle time. We were 
all kids once. 

“We can’t play the ostrich game. 
People have needs and we need to meet 


needs. But, and it’s a big but, we can’t 
meet every need. We’re a school,” she 
said. “I think that’s why the town 
employed Bill Fahey. There needs to be 
someone to pick up the slack.” 

While Mr. Fahey runs successful 
High School-age programs, he admits 
he’s less established at the middle- 
school level in part because he’s only 
one person with a budget of $5,000. 

However, Mr. Fahey isn’t the only 
one who said he can benefit from more 
money. Mr. McManus said funds for 
more after-school teacher stipends 
would result in richer, more elegant 
programs. “Right now, (things like 
intramurals) is kind of a volunteer 
type of program so you don’t get the 
consistency you might have if it was 
another type of program,” he said. 

In addition, Mr. Fahey thinks the 
schools could use some new counselors 
to listen and deal with student prob- 
lems. He said the current ratio of about 
245 High School students to one coun- 
selor is “unrealistic.” 

“I guess my issue is there’s too 
many people saying what kids are 
doing. ‘They are doing drugs’; ‘They’re 
not doing drugs.’ ‘They are drinking’; 
‘They’re not drinking,’ ” said Mr. 
Fahey. “People need to understand 
what kids are doing across the board, 
not just from 7:30 a.m. to 2 p.m., not 
just one group like athletes. They need 
to understand what (kids) are doing 
seven days a week, 365 days a year.” 
What can be done? 

Those who work with youth say the 
town must give youth a key role in 
picking what types of programs they 
want, if the new programs are to be 
successful. 

From seventh and eighth grade on, 
said Mr. Fahey, “No longer can you 
expect them to participate in extra-cur- 
ricular activities just by their parents 
signing them up for it. Young people 
seem to have more to say about what 
they want.” 

When kids say there’s nothing to do, 
said Ms. Parker, “We need to turn that 
around and say, ‘What’s your plan? 
What do you want to do?’ That empow- 
erment can be a powerful learning 
experiment.” 

Ms. Bialo, who helps run a success- 
ful after-school program for students in 
grades K-5, has discussed expanding 
programs to the middle-school age with 
Superintendent Neal. But she said 
she’ll need to do a lot of research, and 
ask questions of focus groups before a 
middle-school program gets off the 
ground. 

“There’s a huge movement and 
research being done to try and figure 
this out. The middle school-age pro- 
grams are the ones that have the high- 
est failure rate nationally,” said Ms. 
Bialo. 

How big a problem is this? 

Recently, Ms. Bialo attended a 
national middle-school-age conference 
with representatives from approxi- 
mately 300 communities. About half of 
these towns and cities had after-school 
programs for middle-school students,

Although the key to creating popu- 
lar programs may be listening to 
youth, some people may not like what 
they hear. 

Many kids in town say they feel as if 
the adults are against them. 


“We do. We ask for things that 
aren’t that complicated or not that 
expensive, but they’ll be like, ‘No, 
you'll wreck something,’ ” said Pete 
Edgerly, an eighth-grade student coun- 
cil member who works with the youth 
council. “I feel that way. A lot of town 
officials think we’re punks.” 


In the past, there’s also been tension 
between students and downtown shop 
owners when students flood the down- 
town area after school. To help arrive 
at an understanding, business owners 
and students agreed to meet last year. 


But after the planned meeting was 
delayed because of construction prob- 
lems at the High School meeting place, 
it was never rescheduled. However, 
this week, Sean Quinn of Strawberry 
Tree said he’s still willing to work with 
interested students. 


“There’s probably some things that 
need to be said as far as this issue 


because I’ve seen it get ugly and con- 
frontational in the past. We tend to gen- 


eralize and say ‘the kids.’ The majority- 


come to shop and eat and are impor- 
tant to the downtown,” said Mr. Quinn. 
“If we’re not careful, we end up blam- 
ing a lot of people who don’t deserve 
1.” 


At the same time, however, Mr. 
Quinn said youth need to understand 
that shop-owners have spent a lot of 
personal time on their business and 
feel almost as though people coming 
into their store are coming into their 
home. Therefore, they may seem tense 
or worried at times. 

Home away from home 


For the kids, Mr. Fahey wants the 
youth services room in town offices to 
feel a bit like a home away from home. 

Mr. Fahey said he tries to let that 
room be one place where youth can 
express themselves. Given this oppor- 
tunity, youth clearly respond. The 
walls and even ceilings are covered 
with poems, notes and drawings from 
youth of all ages. 


Here is what one youth wrote: 

“You know what I constantly feel 
like? I feel like I’ve been body surfing 
and I just got slammed beneath the 
water by a wave that crested too soon. 
Every time I struggle to the surface, 
sputtering, salt water invading my 
mouth, another wave crashes upon my

sodden head, driving me deeper into 
the watery depths. But I want to live, 
breathe, hear, see, so I reach deep into 
myself and find energy I don’t have to 
bring me to the surface. Then another 
wave and another. The cycle is endless 
and I want to quit and just drown, but 
for some stupid... reason I keep fight- 


ing for fear of drowning, fear of death, 
or something else I don’t know. I just 
keep fighting...”

Student, policeman seek skating area for kids

With hundreds of teen-agers leaving 
Andover High School when the bell 
rings at 2:05, many students find they 
have an afternoon all to themselves. 
Evan Stuart, a freshman at AHS, finds 
himself with his in-line skates and no 
place to go. 


“We really need a place to hang out 
after school,” said Evan, who’s at track 
practice or working out at the YMCA 
when he’s not in-line skating or hang- 
ing out with friends. 


Not one to sit back and do nothing, 
Evan, of 13 Pasho St., wrote a letter to 
the Townsman last April stating that 
the Andover community “...does not 
care about their teens in the slightest 
bit. Excluding the concern of educa- 
tion. They care about their adults, 
about their children and their senior 
citizens. But not us.” 


Evan went on to write that he enjoys 
in-line skating, but that the community 
doesn’t allow him or other teen-agers to 
do that. 


Lieutenant Phillip Froburg of the 
Andover police read Evan’s letter and 
met with him at the police station to 
discuss the situation last month.

through being suspected all the time,” 
said Evan. He also said that teen-agers 
are treated badly by the police depart- 
ment, even when they’re doing nothing 
wrong. 


“It’s our job to do a lot of looking and 
questioning,” said Lieutenant Froburg. 
“You don’t realize how much commo- 
tion you can cause. Two o'clock in the 
afternoon is like Animal House.” 


Evan and Lt. Froburg discussed how 
teen-agers often loiter at stores on 
Main Street and how it alienates the 
customers and merchants. 


“(Teen-agers) want to yell and 
scream and act like boobs in places like 
Bruegger’s Bagels. Some people leave 


when they do that,” said Lt. Froburg. 


“Give us a place where we can act 
like boobs,” said Chris Cuomo, another 
freshman at AHS who attended the 
meeting. 


The teens said that if there was a 
place for them to skate, the problems 
with loitering downtown and desecrat- 
ing privately owned property would 
decrease. 


Evan Stuart suggested two areas 
that he claims aren't being used: part of 
the faculty parking lot behind Doherty 
Middle School and a gravel pit near 
West Middle School. 


Lt. Froburg said he wasn’t sure what 


plans either the town or School Com- 
mittee have for either piece of land but 
that he would look into it. He also said 
that he would look into other commu- 
nities like North Andover to see what 
kind of skating areas they have. 


Evan said that he and Chris would 
draw up some plans for a skating area 
that would include the desired size and 
equipment. 


“We'll see what we can do. This 
should be an easier thing to accomplish 
than the Youth Center,” said Lt. 
Froburg, “We can at least get the 
groundwork started on this.” 


Since the meeting several weeks 
ago, Lt. Froburg said he has been talk- 
ing with Andover Youth Coordinator 
Bill Fahey about funding for the pro- 
ject, and is looking at a possible skating 
site that’s an estimated 90 by 90 feet 
behind West Middle School near the 
tennis courts and grass borders by the 
exit driveway. 


“We're kind of chugging along with 
this skateboard thing,” said Lt. 
Froburg. 


Evan said that if anybody has an 
idea of how he or she can help get this 
project underway, he and all the teens 
of Andover would greatly appreciate ‘it.

‘We have 
found wisdom’ 


Town officials have done a great deal 
of research about changing the Sept. 15 
date of the Grand Parade so that it 
doesn’t conflict with the second day of 
Rosh Hashana, a holy time for Jews. But 
it looks like that would be too complicat- 
ed at this point. Selectman Larry Larsen 
said yesterday that because the conflict- 
ing date was not made intentionally, it’s 
best to leave the date as is. Selectman 
James Barenboim said the board will 
draft a letter in the next few days apolo- 
gizing to the community for the conflict. 
He said after “many hours of discussion” 
and research, officials learned that only 
two or three groups — bands and floats — 
scheduled for the parade would be able to 
come on another date. 


Some of the discussion about the 
unfortunate conflict in the date has been 
helpful. Christians have worried their 
Jewish neighbors won’t be able to march 
in this important event. And some Chris- 
tians have been able to see what it might 
feel like if the parade had been scheduled 
on Easter day, for example. Rabbi Robert 
Goldstein put it this way: “Lines of com- 
munication opened where none had 
existed before.” 

In fact, did you know that there are 
Jews who missed the 350th Arts Anniver- 
sary Concert April 26 because it was a 
Friday, the beginning of the Jews’ sab- 
bath? 

Some selectmen and the rabbi agreed 
Wednesday to include in the community 
calendar kept by the Townsman signifi- 
cant religious and secular celebrations. 
Avod the selectmen agreed to reaffirm to 
town boards, including the School Com- 
mittee, the importance of acting with 
“sensitivity and understanding when 
planning town-wide or school-wide 
events,” the rabbi wrote. 


With the rabbi and the selectmen say- 
ing let’s get on with the parade, let’s do 
just that: Look forward, learn from our 
mistakes, and make sure we don’t repeat 
scheduling errors again in this diverse 
community. Those in the community 
who are planning a major event are 
encouraged to record it with the 
Townsman, which may be able to point 
out ahead of time conflicts in scheduling. 


“While I am disappointed (in the 
parade date), I am heartened, for in our 
diversity we have found strength, and in 
our differences. we have found wisdom,” 
Said the rabbi.

I’m beginning to think that there’s 
enough for high school students in 
Andover to do after school, but 
there’s not

I recently had 
the privilege of 
_ | talking with four

i School students: 
seniors Mike 
Scarpulla, Anna Kelleher and Kara 
Stamm; and junior Robin Detterman. 

They were at my house for a few 
hours on a recent Saturday, raking 
leaves. I “bought” them at auction. I 
paid a sum to Habitat for Humanity, 
the group that is building inexpen- 
sive houses for people who otherwise 
could not afford to buy a house. I 
bought eight hours of yardwork to be 
done by Andover High School’s Com- 
munity Service Program. The kids 
were volunteers; they didn’t receive 
any pay. Habitat benefited and so did 
my yard. 

I knew we at the Townsman were 
about to launch the series, After 
School, so I wanted to know what 
Mike, Anna, Kara and Robin thought 
of after-school time. 

Anna is very busy after school. 


She works three days a week in the 
afternoons for PALS, the group that 
mentors talented students from 
Lawrence so they may succeed in 
school and even go 
to college. Anna, 
ees like the other rak- 
4 Cc ers, is a member of 
"@o the board of direc- 
Or \ tors of Community 
Service at AHS, so 
she spends quite a 
lot of time making sure Community 
Service runs well. 

“IT used to play sports,” said Anna. 
“But I stopped last year.” She got too 
busy with her other after-school com- 
mitments to play sports. 

Robin figures she puts in easily 
more than 100 hours of work a year 
for Community Service. 

Kara points out that people who 
volunteer for PALS put in 50 hours a 
term. 

I asked Mike why he volunteers 
for Community Service. “It just feels 
good when you do something like 
Habitat,” said Mike, who usually 
works two Saturdays a month, help- 
ing build a house in Lawrence for 
Habitat for Humanity. 

“It’s fun to do Habitat and it’s good 
to know you’re giving somebody a 
good chance,” said Mike. 

Mike said he quit track for PALS. 
“You’re with a middle school 


Lawrence kid,” he explained. “Hope- 
fully, we’re helping them out, sort of 
evening the playing field. We want to 
get them into high school and not 
have them get lost there. Hopefully, 
they will go to college.” 

Community Service is 
required at Andover High School. 

“It would detract if it was 
required,” Mike said. 

I asked the kids if there’s enough 
for high school kids to do in Andover 
after school. They said many are 
involved in Community Service, and 
that lots play sports. But, as Anna 
said, “You have to get involved. 
Some people choose to do nothing.” 

“T don’t know anyone who isn’t 
involved in anything,” said Anna. 

Mike said, “There are people who 
do not get involved. 

“About 600 kids are involved in 
Community Service,” said Anna. 

“Probably two-thirds of the kids 
are involved in Community Service,” 
said Mike. 

Anna said she has a sister in mid- 
dle school. “She’s busy a lot, too.” 

But Anna and the other kids rak- 
ing my leaves said they see a lot of 
middle-school-age kids hanging out 
downtown in the afternoons. 

And I can tell you I have a good

Take the new gymnasium, for 
instance.

By the 
time $2.43 million extra was approved 
at April Town Meeting to complete 
the project, Stone-Congress, the con- 
tractor, had already said it wouldn't 
complete the new gym until June, 
1996. 

Now, Stone-Congress says it will 
need until the end of the summer, 
Aug. 22, to complete the new gym. 

The gymnasium is just one item on 
a list the School Committee reviewed 
Tuesday night. Because some comple- 
tion dates are scheduled close to the 
opening of school, committee mem- 
bers said they don’t want construc- 
tion workers tearing into existing 
rooms until the schools know they 
will have new areas available to use. 


They instructed Dick Neal, superin- 
tendent, to write a letter to the School 
Building Committee regarding this 
subject. 

The School Building Committee 
will meet at 7:30 tonight, Thursday, in 
town offices. According to Sharman 
Lappin, project manager, the building 
committee may receive another modi- 
fied schedule then. 

Calendar set 

While some construction dates are 
floating, the School Committee did 
nail down a calendar for the 1996-1997 
school year. 

Teachers will have only one prepa- 
ration day, Sept. 3, and students will 
enter school Wednesday, Sept. 4. 
There will be two full-day in-service 
days, one Nov. 5, the day of the presi- 
dential election, and one Dec. 4 to pro- 
vide time for elementary schools’ par- 
ent-teacher conferences. 

Including five built-in snow days, 
the 1996-1997 school year will end 
June 26 for students and June 27 for 
teachers. 


Cable Advisory Committee 
seeks community input

Do you have dozens of channels but 
still believe there’s nothing good on 
TV? You may be able to do something 
about it. 

The Cable Advisory Committee is 
looking for townspeople to tell them 
what they want from their cable com- 
pany. According to Jack Dempsey, 
committee chairman, the committee 
wants to hear from residents at its 
next meeting in town offices, Wednes- 
day, May 15, at 7:30 p.m. 

Mr. Dempsey said community 
input is valuable as the Andover com- 
mittee negotiates a new cable con- 
tract. The town’s current contract 
with TCI Cablevision of Andover 
shuts off in June of 1997. 

“It’s very important that when we 
present the contract renewal to them 
(the cable company) that they get the 
feeling it is the public requesting 
these things and not just the Cable 
Advisory Committee,” said Mr. 
Dempsey. 

Mr. Dempsey said that during earli- 


er meetings some people have suggest- 
ed the cable company should become 
an Internet provider, while others are 
interested in the cable company pro- 
viding service to Andover’s schools. 

Andover is currently negotiating 
with both TCI and Continental Cable- 
vision because TCI plans to transfer 
its Andover service to Continental as 
part of a larger deal. The Board of 
Selectmen will hold a transfer meet- 
ing June 3 for this purpose, but will 
need an additional meeting shortly 
thereafter. 

That’s because town officials have 
received a letter seeking a transfer 
from Continental to U.S West Inc., 
another cable provider. No date has 
been set for this meeting. 

Mr. Dempsey said he doesn’t 
believe these transfers will negatively 
affect Andover’s cable quality. 

“None of these transfers are going 
to be detrimental to the town at all,” 
said Mr. Dempsey. “They’re equally 
good companies, they’re just larger 
and larger.”

TOOTHBRUSH SELECTION 

Because brushing and flossing have such a great effect on oral 
health, toothbrush selection is no small matter. Brushes that come 
with the American Dental Association's seal of approval are 
evaluated by clinical studies to see that they are effective in 
removing plaque. While brushes with stiff bristles may seem to 
promise greater tartar-removing ability, they are likely to be too 
hard on gums. A gentler brush with soft, rounded bristles is 
preferred. !f reaching the molars and the inside surfaces of teeth 
poses a problem, it may help to select a brush with an angled 
and/or tapered head. Beyond toothbrush features, attention should 
| be paid to how much time is spent brushing teeth. It less than two 
minutes is spent at this task, an electric toothbrush should be 
considered. 

Even a hectic schedule 
can accommodate five to ten minutes for daily brushing and 
flossing, especially considering what you'll save in future dental 
appointments.

According to the study, the differ- 
ences in asthma hospital read-mis- 
sion rates are linked to attempts to 
educate patients about their disease. 
The hospitals that place more 
emphasis on patient education and 
follow-up in addition to treatment 
have lower in-patient readmission 
rates and can reduce the incidence of 
disability days and emergency room 
visits. 

Most asthma patients can learn to 
manage their disease, provided edu- 
cation and support are available. 
Well-managed patients, it was found, 
may never have to be admitted to a 
hospital due to their asthma. Asthma

The study was conducted by IPRO, 
a non-profit organization designated 
as an expert in identifying quality 
healthcare by the state of New York 
and the federal government. The 
study examined the adequacy of the 
medical treatment asthma patients 
receive in the hospital, the medica- 
tions prescribed upon discharge, and 
the procedures used to develop treat- 
ment and education plans for 
patients when discharged. 

To enhance the education of 
patients and physicians, IPRO devel- 
oped a series of questions asthma 
patients or caregivers can ask their 
physicians during a routine check-up 
or following hospital care. These 
include: 

1. Do I use my inhaler correctly? 

2. How often should I use the 
inhaler? 

3. What is the maximum number 
of times in one day I can use the 
inhaler? 

4. What is a peak flow meter, how 
does it work and should I have one? 

5. When should I call my doctor? 

6. When should I go to the emer- 
gency room? 

7. Should I use a steroid inhaler? 

8. What type of food or environ- 
ment should I avoid? 

9. Will exercise have an effect on 
my asthma? 

10. What are the side-effects of my 
medication? 

11. What precautions can I take in 
cold weather to avoid severe reac- 
tions?

(NAPS) — Last year in the United 
States, more than 200,000 pork pro- 
ducers raised nearly 95.6 million hogs 
that yielded 17.4 billion pounds of 
pork. The United States ranks second 
world-wide in its per capita consump- 
tion of pork, and according to the 
Food and Agriculture Organization of 
the United Nations, pork is the 
world’s most widely-eaten meat. But, 
nutrition is only one way pigs con- 
tribute to human well-being. 

Scientists continue to develop new 
methods of improving human health. 
Surprisingly, one key contributor to 
medical progress is the pig. In addi- 
tion to providing nutritious, econom1- 
cal food, pigs play an important role 
in the development and practice of 
modem medicine. 

Because the proteins in their tis- 
sue have an amino acid structure 
similar to that of humans, pigs are 
often used in medical research to 
determine the effectiveness of various 
innovations, before the innovations 
are used on humans. Pigs not only 
serve as a valuable way to practice 
medical techniques, they also con- 
tribute to those innovations. 

When human hearts suffer disease 
and injury, heart valves from pigs can 
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be transplanted to prolong life. Since 
the first operation in 1971, more than 
250,000 human lives have been saved 
by this procedure. Researchers at 
Duke Medical Center went one step 
further recently when they trans- 
planted pig hearts into baboons. 
Some doctors estimate that the first 
transplants of porcine hearts into 
humans could come within the next 
few years.

Burn victims have also benefited 
from the use of pigs. Pigskin is so 
similar to human skin, it is used as 
temporary skin to cover massive 
burns during the healing process.

And researchers 
have developed a way of using mate- 
rials from a pig’s small intestine to 
help reconstruct damaged human 
arteries, veins, ligaments, and ten- 
dons.

CHICAGO — The use of diagnostic 
testing on Medicare patients increased 
by as much as 300 percent over a 
seven-year period, leading to a subse- 
quent rise in medical treatments, 
according to an article in this a recent 
issue of The Journal of the American 
Medical Association (JAMA). 

Diana Verrilli, M.S., from the 
Urban Institute in Washington, D.C., 
and H.Gilbert Welch, M.D., M.P.H., 
from the Veterans Affairs Medical 
Center, White River, Vt., and 
Dartmouth Medical School, Hanover, 
N.H., studied Medicare data to obtain 
information on all physician claims 
submitted from 1987 through1993. 
These data represent physician ser- 
vices received by approximately 30mil- 
lion elderly Americans in each of seven 
years. 


They investigated seven diagnostic 
test-therapeutic intervention pairs 
based on the clinical expectation that 
the test might motivate the subse- 
quent intervention. For example, spine 
imaging might lead to back surgery. 

The authors write: “... The annual 
rate of diagnostic testing has 
increased rapidly for elderly 
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Americans. The slowest increase was 
observed for abdominal ultrasound, 
approximately a 40 percent increase 
over seven years. The most rapid 
increase was observed for prostate 
biopsy, which occurred three times as 
frequently in 1993 as in 1987 ... The 
rate of diagnostic testing increased in 
every year (1987 through 1992) until 
1993, when it declined slightly.” 

The seven diagnostic-therapeutic 
pairs were: cardiac catheterization 
paired with cardiac treatments such 
as angioplasty and bypass surgery; 
imaging of the spine paired with back 
surgery; swallowing studies paired 
with percutaneous gastrostomy 
(installing a feeding tube through the 
abdomen into the stomach); mammog- 
raphy with breast biopsy and excision; 
prostate biopsy paired with prostate 
surgery; abdominal ultrasound paired 
with cholecystectomy (a gallbladder 
surgical procedure); and abdominal 
ultrasound paired with abdominal aor- 
tic aneurysm repair. 

The researchers write: “Just as 
physicians have begun to recognize 
that more therapy may be harmful, 
physicians should also recognize that 
more diagnosis may be harmful. One

In another article on the same 
issue in this JAMA, David E. 
Wennberg, M.D., M.P.H., from 
Maine Medical Center in Portland 
and colleagues looked at the correla- 
tion between stress tests used as a 
diagnostic tool for cardiac problems 
and the number of angiograms and 
subsequent angioplasties or bypass 
surgeries that resulted. Using 
Medicare data, they found that 
among patients in northern New 
England, the coronary angiography 
rate was nearly twice the rate for

We sure had crazy weather this 
past winter. Repeated snow in the 
northeast, below freezing tempera- 
tures in the south, severe ice condi- 
tions in the middle and flooding in 
the west. 

It caused a lot of problems-travel 
delays, damage to homes and other 
personal property, and quite a few 
broken bones and strained backs. It 
also caused pollen 

and mold levels to soar. This is 
especially evident in California, New 
Mexico, Texas and Arizona, where 
unusually warm temperatures caused 
the allergy season to appear several 
weeks early.

If it’s discovered you do have an 
allergy, you'll probably be told to 
avoid the allergen, if possible. If 
that’s not possible, the symptoms 
may be treated with prescription 
or over-the-counter medication.

Kevin Love is changing the way 
people think about rehabilitation. As 
manager of the Osgood Rehabilitation 
Unit at Sutton Hill Nursing and 
Retirement Center, he is making 
patients and their families aware 
that the evolution of health care calls 
for a new — and more appropriate — 
approach to treatment. 

“Traditionally people went to a 
large rehabilitation hospital for 
expensive long-term care,” said Mr. 
Love. “The new thinking is that 
patients can receive that same level 
of care — and a program that focuses 
on a quicker recovery — at a cost-effi- 
cient facility such as the Osgood 
Rehabilitation Unit.” 

Mr. Love, like his staff of physical, 
occupational and speech therapists, 
brings to the unit extensive experi- 
ence working in acute rehabilitation 
facilities. A graduate of the 
University of Pennsylvania with a 
degree in Occupational Therapy, Mr. 
Love also has a strong background in 
the specialty treatment of stroke, 
head trauma and orthopedic injuries. 
He has presented at professional con- 
ferences in the United States and 
Canada, and is the American 
Occupational Therapists Association 
liaison to the Maritime Provinces. 

Mr. Love and his therapists have a 
mission at the Osgood Rehabilitation 
Unit.

“We want to help every individual 
who comes through rehabilitation to 
become part of the process,” said Mr. 
Love. “Working in concert with the 
rehabilitation team — which includes 
physical and occupational therapists, 
speech and language pathologists, 
physicians, nurses and social workers 
— patients establish long-term goals. 


This helps motivate them to ‘buy into’ 


the program and actively participate 
to reach these goals.” 

“One of our important roles is to 
instill hope,” Mr. Love continued. 
“People are often devastated if 
they’ve suffered a stroke or other 
major trauma. Therapy is hard work 
and it is easy to give up. We encour- 
age them to persevere — to say they 
can do it.” 


Successful therapy is holistic, Love 
noted. It is looking at the whole pic- 
ture, talking to patients and their 
families to determine all the con- 
cerns, such as other health or emo- 
tional issues. All of these are factored 
into the program established for the 
patient. Weekly or even daily meet- 
ings by the Osgood team monitor the 
patient’s progress. If something isn’t 
working, what changes or new 
approach should be used? 

The final consideration of the ther- 
apy program is the return home. The 
Osgood team evaluates the patient’s 
surroundings, often suggesting modi- 
fications to ensure a safe, comfortable 
and workable environment. 

“The success of a therapy program 
is often measured in simple victo- 
ries,” said Mr. Love. “For example, 
one patient in his mid-60s had suf- 
fered a stroke that left him with a 
left-side weakness and perceptual dif- 
ficulties. He spent three weeks at the 
unit, learning such self-care abilities 
as how to use one-arm techniques to 
transfer from a sitting to a standing 
position and how to compensate for 
perceptual problems by focusing dif- 
ferently.” 

Some patients experience complete 
recovery. Mr. Love noted that recently 
one woman who had undergone 
surgery was unable to get out of bed 
or sit up when she started the pro-

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Calcium supplementation

CHICAGO— Calcium supplementa- 
tion can reduce blood pressure and 
preeclampsia during pregnancy, 
according to an article in this week’s 
issue of The Journal of the American 
Medical Association (JAMA). 


Heiner C. Bucher, M.D., M.P.H., 
formerly with the department of 
Clinical Epidemiology and 
Biostatistics, McMaster University, 
Hamilton, Ontario, and colleagues 
analyzed 14 studies from 1966-1994 
on the effect of calcium supplementa- 
tion during pregnancy on blood pres- 
sure, preeclampsia (a serious condi- 
tion in which hypertension, fluid 
retention, and protein in the urine 
develop in a woman during the sec- 


be 


ond half of pregnancy), and adverse 
outcomes of pregnancy. Dr. Bucher is 
now with Medizinische University, 
Basel, Switzerland. 


The researchers found “strong evi- 
dence that calcium supplementation 
results in an important reduction in 
systolic and diastolic blood pressure 
and preeclampsia in pregnant 
women. While a benefit in reduction 
of major morbidity is likely to follow, 
this conclusion is far less secure. We 
believe that the current, limited evi- 
dence supports a policy of offering 
calcium supplementation to all preg- 
nant women in whom there is a con- 
cern about the development of 
preeclampsia.” 


The researchers found a number of 
factors that strengthened the infer- 
ence that calcium supplementation 
reduces blood pressure in pregnant 
women. “First, our results come from 
the strongest of study designs, ran- 
domized controlled trials. Second, our

Maternal obesity doubles risk for birth defects 


Folic acid does not appear to protect fetuses of obese women 


CHICAGO — Obese women are 
twice as likely to have children with 
neural tube defects (NTDs) such as 
spina bifida, than women who are not 
significantly overweight, according to 
two articles in a recent issue of The 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association (JAMA) 

In one article, Gary M. Shaw, 
Dr.P.H., from the March of Dimes 
Birth Defects Foundation, California 
Birth Defects Monitoring Program, 
Emeryville, Calif., and colleagues 
compared 538 women who had a 
pregnancy involving an NTD fetus 
with 539 women who had a pregnan- 
cy involving a nonmalformed fetus. 

The women were considered obese 
if they had a body mass index (BMI) 
of more than 29. BMI is weight in 
kilograms divided by the square of 
height in meters. For example, a 


woman who is five-feet-six-inches tall 
and weighs 185 pounds would have a 
BMI of 29.9. A woman who is five- 
feet-three-inches tall and weighs 165 
pounds would have a BMI of 29.2. 
Both would be categorized as obese. 

The researchers found that a 
woman with a BMI of more than 29 
had 1.9 times the risk for an NTD- 
affected pregnancy than a woman 
with a BMI of 29 or less. 

They write: “The increased risk 
was not attributable to maternal 
nonuse of a vitamin containing folic 
acid, diabetes, use of diet pills, lower 
dietary folate intake, or an NTD- 
pregnancy history. Adjustment for 
maternal age, education, gravidity 
(number of pregnancies), use of vita- 
mins, and use of alcohol did not 
change the odds ratio. The risk asso- 
ciated with maternal obesity was 


greater for spina bifida and for other 
less prevalent NTDs than for anen- 
cephaly.” 

Maternal nutritional factors, such 
as folic acid intake, have been linked 
to a reduction in birth defects; howev- 
er, they do not appear to have a pro- 
tective effect among obese women. 

The authors conclude: “These find- 
ings combined with other reports of 
an increased NTD risk for obese 
women are provocative, and their fol- 
low-up may prove helpful in gaining a 
better understanding of the complex 
etiology of NTDs. In addition, because 
as many as 10 percent of women in 
the United States are obese pericon- 
ceptionally and because obesity has 
been increasing in the U.S., even the 
modestly increased risks that have 
been observed are relevant to the 
population burden of NTDs.” 


In a separate study in this week’s 
JAMA, Martha M. Werler, Sc.D., and 
colleagues from Boston University 
School of Public Health, Brookline, 
Mass., studied more than 1,200 
women in Boston, Philadelphia and 
southeastern Ontario and found that 
the risk of NTDs increased with 
greater prepregnancy weight inde- 
pendent of the effects of folate intake 


They write: “The lack of protection 
from folate in heavier women must be 
confirmed in other studies; if it is a 
true finding, the public health imph- 
cations would be substantial. A simi 
lar pattern of effect modification was 
observed in a clinical trial of zine sup- 
plementation and pregnancy out- 
come, where zinc supplements 
reduced the risk of low birth weight 
only among nonobese women.”

reading Pap smears under a micro- 
scope can be compared to looking for 
a “needle in a haystack.” Accurate 
reading is difficult because laboratory 
tethnicians must search through 
hundreds of thousands of normal 
cells to find what could be as few as a 
dozen abnormal cells. If laboratory 
screening fails to detect abnormal 
cells on a woman’s Pap smear, she 
may be incorrectly told that her Pap 
smear is negative (a “false negative’).

A recent study of females ages 
9 to 13, conducted at the 
University of Utah, concluded 
that girls who increased their 
daily calcium intake by eating 
more dairy foods benefited from 
increased bone mineral 
content/density, but did not expe- 
rience unwanted weight gain or 
increased body fat. The study, 
“Effects of Dairy Products on 
Bone and Body Composition in 
Pubertal Girls,” appeared in the 
The Journal of Pediatrics. 
According to the study author 
Gary Chan, M.D., who is a pedia- 
trician and professor of pedi- 
atrics at the University of Utah, 
“Girls and young women typical- 
ly do not consume enough calci- 
um and calcium-rich dairy foods. 
They drink diet soft drinks 
| instead of milk in an effort to cut 
calories. This makes it difficult 
for them to reach their genetical- 
ly determined peak bone mass 
potential, putting them at 
increased risk for the develop- 
ment of osteoporosis later in life.”

According to University of 
Utah researchers, the girls found 
it easy to include more dairy 
products in their diets, yet main- 
tained lower fat and calorie lev- 
els by substituting dairy prod- 
ucts for other foods. For example, 
many girls chose yogurt and 
string cheese as after school 
snacks, replacing potato chips 
and cookies. After one year, all 
the girls in both groups grew 
taller and gained weight normal- 
ly, but the “dairy group” had sig- 
nificantly higher gains in bone 
density. Calorie, total fat and sat- 
urated fat intakes between the 
two groups did not differ. Fat 
content remained at the current- 
ly recommended level of approxi- 
mately 30 percent of calories.
